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Committee OKs Extra 
Aide Hours For Sout

The effects of the $570,000 state 
aid cuts in the school budget will be 
felt in the classroom. A shuffling of 
teachers, especially in the four el- 
ementary schools, has resulted in a 
higher student-teacher ratio system- 
wide. 

The overall numbers are still 
within the School Committee 
guidelines, but the committee voted 
to provide approximately $3,600 for 
10 additional teacher aide hours for 
the first grade at South Elementary 
School at Tuesday night’s meeting. 
The additional hours were targeted 
for the South School because it had 
the higest ratio at the first-grade 
level of all the elementary buildings. 

The ratio at South has increased 
five students over last year. 

The changes in the figures, said 
Superintendent of Schools Kenneth 
Seifert were implemented as closely 
to the School Committee student-tea- 
cher ratio policy as possible, given 
the budget contraints. 

Committee policy allows for plus 
or minus four students in the follow- 
ing grade levels per one teacher: 
kindergarten, 21:1; grades one to 
three, 23:1; and grades four to six, 
25:1. 

Teachers, school administrators 
and parents filled the School Com- 
mittee meeting room in the school 
administration building Tuesday to 
discuss the budget and staffing is- 
sues. 

Anita Aronson of 9 Teaberry 
Lane, parent of a South student, 
questioned the effectiveness of the 
additional 10 hours of aide time di- 
vided between four teachers. 

“You have to be realistic about 
what can be accomplished in a class 
of 26 (pupils) than can be in a class 
of 20 or 21. The extra aide hour or 
two isn’t going to have a substantial 
impact,” she said.

The two couples were driving 
from the Andover nightspot when 
they were stopped by Andover police 
for allegedly weaving on the road. 
All four students had been drinking 
and at least two were unable to 
prove they were over 21 years old, 


said Selectman Gerald Silverman, 


who has read a police report of the 
incident. 

When brought to the Andover po- 
lice station, the other two were 
found to have liquor cards with the 
ages altered to show being over the 
drinking age. 

Police are investigating whether 
the restaurant asked for valid identi- 
fication for all four students.

Steve Jankauskas of 42 I'arrwood 
Drive, a fourth-grade teacher at 
South, asked the committee to con- 
sider shifting a teacher from one of 
the higher grades to the first grade. 
Mr. Jankauskas said the higher stu- 
dent-teacher ratio among older 
schoolchildren would have less im- 
pact than it would at the first-grade 
level. 

“This is the wrong place (first 
grade) to take a stand,” he said. 
“It’s not the same having 26 stu- 
dents in the first grade as it is in the 
fifth-grade class.”

Government: Where Do We Go from Here?’’

der Rick’s license for up to two 
weeks, although Mr. Silverman 
noted the board could change pre- 
vious policy and impose a stiffer 
penalty if it desired. 

‘There isn’t much precedent,’’ he 
said. “‘We’ve only had one liquor vio- 
lation in recent years.” 

Although the incident occurred in 
August, the selectmen didn’t receive 
a report until last week. 

Mr. Silverman said he was con- 
cerned, but would wait to hear from 
Police Chief James Johnson before 
drawing any conclusions. ‘‘This in- 
volved people who live out of state,” 
he said. ‘“‘They (had to take time to) 
investigate it.”’ 

The alleged violation came to 


light at Monday’s board meeting, 
when selectmen delayed approving 
Jonathan Cohen, son of owner Ger- 
ald Cohen, as the restaurant’s new 
manager. 

Currently assistant manager, the 
younger Cohen has been named in 
three incidents at Trader Rick’s 
since last May. The first two were 
treated as one minor violation by the 
board, which issued a warning letter 
to the restaurant last week. 

“Before we judge Jonathan Cohen 
as manager, I think we should hold 
the (Oct. 2) hearing,” said Select- 
man James Barenboim, adding lat- 
er, ‘‘I don’t think he’d like me to vote 
(Monday night), the way I feel 
now.”’

Recycling of polystyrene plastic plat- 
es, cups and trays from the cafeterias of 
all Andover public schools is now taking 
place daily. 

A pilot project for plastic recycling 
was begun last June at Andover High 
School. It was initiated by Joyce Ringleb 
of the Andover Recycling Committee with 
the cooperation of Principal Wilbur Hix- 
on; Francis Paul, assistant superinten- 
dent of operations; custodians; and 
teacher Al Cayot and his Biology I class. 
The program worked out well and is the 
model now being used in the middle and 
elementary schools. 

The plastic is collected in the cafeteri- 
as and picked up twice a week by Dave 
White and sold to Plastic Again in 
Leominster. Plastics Again uses it as raw 
material for many goods. A lumber-like 
material, flower pots, toys, containers, 
office equipment and videotape cassettes 
are among the ever-growing number of 


people to see that good design is afforda- 
ble to everyone,’ says Lisa Goodwin, 
president of the New England chapter of 
the Interior Design Society. ‘‘We invite 
the public to visit us at the show, ask 
questions and see how an interior design- 
er can help you avoid costly mistakes.’’

trate the photograph’s role in preservation. Views of residents, 
architecture and landscapes document a certain moment in 
time. In some cases, the photograph is the only record of a 
group, place or event. 

“Pictures can reveal the changes in certain locations and life- 
styles as well as evoke a feeling or mood lost through the years,” 
said Barbara Thibault, the society’s curator of education. 

The invention of photography in 1839 transformed the way we 
see the world. Fortunately, the society’s photographic collec- 
tions cover nearly all of that century and a half and preserve a 
visual history of Andover.

rather than seek an escape, are exellent 
deterrents against drug use, experts 
agree. 

“Tf you’re used to chemical highs, 
you’re not learning how to relax and get 
rid of aggression another way,’’ says Dr. 
Dougal. 

Drug addiction, whether in the form of 
alcohol or other chemical substances, is 
the sum of genetic and environmental 
factors. The disruption that occurs in a 
family where there is addiction or abuse 
can tear the whole family system apart. 

It isn’t only the worry, the time spent 
trying to help the individual or the money 
involved in the abuse and treatment, it’s 
also the side issues, says Dr. Dougal. 

“The family is a system. When there is 
one dysfunctional, disruptive member, 
you can be sure it will affect the whole 
system,”’ he said. 


Just as abuse effects every aspect of an 
addict’s life, recovery also necessitates 
dramatic life changes. Switching environ- 
ments that led to the drug use in the first 
place is essential, counselors said. 

“Switching friends and going the other 
way when you come into contact with the 
old (drug-using) group,” is vital to recov- 
ery, says Dr. Dougal. ‘‘It is relatively im- 
possible to stay clean and still keep in 
touch (on a regular basis) with the old 
group.” 

Treatment isn’t the only answer. Teen- 
agers especially have to be fully responsi- 
ble for their actions. By bailing out an 
individual, the mal-adaptive behavior is 
reinforced, says Mr. Cotton.

Also on view are animated land and 
seascapes painted on Monhegan Island 
and the California coast, such as ‘‘Maple 
in Autumn,” ‘Vermont (1945)”, “Point 
Lobos,” “California (1935)’’ and “Snow, 
Ice and Water (1938),”’ reflective of Mr.

Since Selichot is recited on Saturday 
night, it begins with Havdalah, the serv- 
ice that separates Shabbat from the 
weekdays. Selichot itself is understood as 
the service in which the House of Israel, 
individually and collectively, struggles to 
return to God. 

A musical program featuring flutists 
Elaine Lewin and Sherry Broude will fol- 
low the service. 


Rosh Hashana, the beginning of the Jew- 
ish year, will be ushered in with a service 
Friday, Sept. 29, at 8:15 p.m. at Temple 
Emanuel. 

This celebration is different from other 
Jewish festivals in that it does not com- 
memorate historic events in the life of the 
Jewish people, Mr. Wolk said. 

The 10-day period following Rosh Ha- 
shana is a time of penitence and culmi- 
nates in the fast of Yom Kippur. 

“Rosh Hashana is devoted to retro- 
spection, spiritual inventory and serious 
contemplation of the basic questions in- 
volved in man’s existence,”’ he said.

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Editor’s note: This is the first of a three-part series 
on how drug use is affecting one Andover famil ly. This 
week, the series looks at Dorothy Johnson, who asked 
that her family’s real names not be used, and her son, 
who died this summer of a heroin overdose. In the next 
parts, The TOWNSMAN will examine the causes and 
cures of drug abuse. 


Not too long ago another name was added to the 
endless list of drug-related deaths. But, to Dorothy 
Johnson of Andover, it wasn’t just another statistic; it 
was her 33-year-old son, David. 

A short while after 
she buried her son, 
Mrs. Johnson was 
approached by a 
friend who offered her 
heart-felt condolences. 

“You know it was 
drugs, don’t you?” 
Mrs. Johnson said. 

“Shh,” the woman 
replied, ‘‘you don’t 
want people to know.’’ 

Mrs. Johnson does want people to know. She wants 
people to understand that this could happen to any 
mother, to any family. She especially wants people on 
drugs to know this is where it all ends. 

“Unless they (people on drugs and those who care 
about them) nip it in the bud, it ends in death,” she 
says. 

One morning about three months ago, Mrs. Johnson 
was woken up at her Andover home by a knock at the 
door. Waiting outside was a policeman. She didn’t know 
which child had gotten into trouble, but she knew 
something was terribly wrong. Both her son and 
daughter had been in trouble before, but she could never 
have had anticipated the tragic news the officer told 
her. 

David had died some time during the early morning 
hours. She first thought her son had died riding his 
motorcycle or perhaps in a drunken driving accident. 
She knew he had a drinking problem. 

What she didn’t know, but would later find out, was 
that her son died of a heroin overdose. 

“At first there were stories and lies (about what 
happed the night David died), but finally we got the 
whole story,’’ she said. 

Almost one month to the day after he had been 
released from the Essex County Alternative 
Correctional Center in Lawrence after serving two and 
a half months for a second drunken driving offense, 
David returned to Lawrence to drink and party. He and 
his girlfriend had been living at home with his mother 
and living life in the fast lane on and off for almost three 
years. 

“The last few years he couldn’t seem to find his way, 
and things didn’t seem to fall his way,’’ said Mrs. 
Johnson. 

Once David was charged with the second offence, he 
and his girlfriend packed their things and fled 
Massachusetts, where he was facing a possible two-year 
jail sentence, his mother said. For nearly two years 
ney were staying with friends in the South hiding from 
the law. 

David’s drinking continued, she said, and became 
worse as he grew discontented with living on the run 
and being away from home. On a regular basis, Mrs. 
Johnson would take time off from work to drive to 
where her son was staying for a visit. Once or twice 
David sneaked back to Andover to see his family, but it

was always a risk that scared her, said Mrs. Johnson. 
Finally, living on the run became too much. 

“One day he said to me, ‘Gee, mom, I’m getting old. I 
wish I could go home,’ ’”’ she said. 

It took some begging and convincing, but Mrs. 
Johnson finally persuaded her son to come home. 

“T said, ‘David, come on, grow up. Come home and 
face the music; it might not be that bad,’ ’’she recalled. 

The pending jail sentence was reduced to 10 weeks at 
the Correctional Center in Lawrence. Mrs. Johnson said 
she was almost disappointed that her son hadn’t gotten 
a stiffer sentence. She said she knew jail would force 
him to change his way of life. 

“TI thought it would teach him a lesson, that it would 
slow him down on drinking and slow him down on his 
way of life,” said Mrs. Johnson. ‘‘He wasn’t out two 
days before he was back to his same way of life.”’ 

David was repeating a pattern he had seen as a child 
and lived as an adolescent. He began drinking around 
the age of 15, while he was growing up in Littleton, said 
Mrs. Johnson. 

“That’s the worst of it too,” she said. David “‘saw his 
father beat me, and he knew that his father was a 
drunk. He hated his father so much for the way he 
treated me. And yet (David) turned out to be just like 
him, only worse.”’

Profile Of An Abuser 


By Lisa A. Boudreau 


Drugs, drug traffickers and drug addicts, both the 
famous and not-so-famous, have saturated today’s 
headlines. You can’t turn on the radio or television or 
open a newspaper without being asaulted by the stories. 

Some of the anti-drug campaigns and the stepped-up 
law enforcement activities are working, say experts. 
Although drug use in the nation’s inner cities is up, 
studies and research indicate use in the suburbs is 
down. 

Each community and user is different, say experts, 
but there are common threads that are woven to create 
the social and psychological profile of drug abusers and 
addicts. 

There is a certain passivity with doing drugs, both on 
a personal and societal level, says Dr. Jerry Dougal, a 
member of the Merrimack college counseling staff and 
a private praticioner. Dr. Dougal counsels both abusers 
and their families. 

A teen-ager or an adult abusing alcohol and drugs is 
an extension of a child who hasn’t coped effectively, 
says one expert in the counseling field. 

“A lot of things happened to shape that adult,” said 
Joe Cotton, executive director of the Pyschological 
Center, which has 14 locations that also help individuals 
and families involved in addiction. 

Different family and peer factors affect the way an 
individual responds to the temptation of drugs. 
Individuals who are active and goal-oriented are less 
willing to pay the physically damaging and criminal 
consequences drugs can extact. 

People with high self-esteem are less likely to be 
victimized by drugs, say experts. 

“Very few people are told at an early age that life is 
difficult and all human beings experience pain and 
fear,’’ said Mr. Cotton. 

Thinking skills that strengthen a child’s ego and 
teach the child to cope with anxiety, pressure and pain,

Gifted Program 
Makes Comeback

The reintroduction of Andover’s 
gifted and talented program drew 
criticism from the local president of 
the Massachusetts Teacher Associa- 
tion. 

Sheila Eckoff says now is not the 
time to spend $20,807 on the extend- 
ed learnit.ig program, brought back 
after an almost five-year hiatus. Ms. 
Kckoff raised concerns about spend- 
ing the money in what she called 
“austere” financial times in educa- 
tional funding. 

“T’m highly concerned with the 
$570,000 cut from the budget,” Ms. 
Eckoff said, ‘‘and along with the 
awareness of further cuts and de- 
creases in staffing, with the increas- 
es in staff stipends and new staff 
post, that we are starting something 
we can’t do.” 

Extended learning and $20,807 al- 
ready earmarked for the program 
were unanamimously approved by 
the School Committee at its Tuesday 
night meeting.

Almost five years ago the pro- 
gram took a 100-percent budget cut 
and was disbanded pending further 
study and revamping. Last year the 
reworked program was supposed to 
be part of the School Committee’s 
master plan but. was postponed be- 
cause of delays in implementing oth- 
er master plan iniatives. 

In the past the program has 
drawn fire from critics who com- 
plained that its separation of partici- 
pating students caused elitism and 
alienation. The reworked program 
has more to offer, incorporating ac- 
tivities that can benefit all students, 
says Eileen Woods, principal of San- 
born Elementary School and enrich- 
ment specialist. 

The program will be implemented 
at the third-grade level and will use 
the expertise of enrichment special- 
ists, classroom teachers and teach- 
ers of other disciplines. The new 
enrichment model will incorporate 
three levels of student participation. 
__ The first two levels are geared to 
include regular classroom enrich- 
ment, and the third level to provide 
activities for those students who ex- 
hibit a good attention span and cre- 
ativity.

Collins Center Moving In Direction Of Resolution 


Controversies surrounding the J. Everett Collins 
Center for the Performing Arts seem to be getting 
resolved, or at least those involved with the facility 
seem to be moving in the proper direction to satis- 
fy those who have raised questions about its opera- 
tion. 

The main problems were public access and rates 
charged Andover groups to use the facility, as well 
as the salary paid the director of the center. 

The salary matter was resolved a week ago 
when the Andover Endowment for the Arts 
reached a one-year agreement on a contract with 
managing director Glen Gulezian at a salary of 
$106,000 annually, the same amount as the pre- 
vious year. 

The salary matter probably will remain steeped 
in controversy, but is it justified? 

Suffice to note that the figure was provided by 
endowment board member Jared S.A. Clark, who 
surveyed five other communities with similar fa- 
cilities. He found the figure to be on a par with the 
others. 

Mr. Clark, it should be noted, has more than just 
a passing interest in the Collins Center. He was the 
town manager when the center—along with a new 
school and school additions—was built. 

He was also a prime mover in the creation of the 
AEA with the intent of bringing to the community 
good professional entertainment, which has been 
accomplished over the past six years. 


Bricks Don’t Make Education 


The AFA is charged with overseeing the Collins 
Center operations and to ensure that the town does 
not incur any cost or indebtedness. This also has 
been accomplished. There have been deficits the 
past few years, but the town has never been asked 
to underwrite any costs or make up the difference. 

Some of the deficits have come from last-minute 
cancellations by performers, over which no one 
has control. 

As for public access by Andover groups to the 
facility, a special study committee has been ap- 
pointed and has been working since June under the 
chairmanship of School Committeeman Andres Sa- 
lazar to resolve such issues as fee schedules and 
rehearsal allowances. 

The group’s report is due at the beginning of 
next month and should be an interesting conclu- 
sion to the controversy, based on reports emanat- 
ing from committee meetings. 

It would seem that amicable arrangements may 
be reached and that the Andover Theatre Compa- 
ny may be first to test the waters. 

All of this, then, is pointed in the proper direc- 
tion. 

The Collins Center should be considered as a 
prime Andover asset, bringing, as it does, cultural 
opportunities for not only Andover residents, but 
others in the area as well. 

Every effort should be made to assure its contin- 
ued existence. 


DOWN THE YEARS 


The attitude of parents of youngsters scheduled to attend 
the Shawsheen Extended Day Program is to be applauded, if 
the comments of Jane Nosbusch are representative. 

Faced with a delay in opening due to several factors, the 
youngsters have been housed in the Shawsheen School gym. 

While there is temporary inconvenience, Mrs. Nosbusch 
pointed out, “It’s not the walls or the physical setting that 
makes the SHED program what it is. It’s what the team of 
people bring to it that makes the program as wonderful as it 
is ” 


The SHED program and its proponents have had a difficult 
and controversial year. 

Compelled to vacate Shawsheen School classrooms because 
of public-school overcrowding, the SHED advocates came up 
with a plan to place a portable classroom on the town-owned 
Shawsheen grounds. 

The proposal went before town meeting to be funded by the 
community with the money repayable by those conducting 
the program. 

It faced an uphill battle at town meeting but was finally 
approved. 


The portable classroom was ordered, but like all projects, 
delays were encountered. 

There have also been some difficulties in getting utility 
lines and other portions of the project completed. 

But things seem to be moving forward now, and SHED 
shold be in its new quarters soon. 


Meanwhile, the children are being accommodated in the 
Shawsheen gym. 

And apparently their parents have adopted the proper phi- 
losophy, based on Mrs. Nosbusch’s commentary and one sub- 
scribed to here, namely that bricks and mortar do not make 
for proper education. Caring professional educators spell suc- 
cess of the program.

A Good Sport 


Despite the renovation of Old Town 
Hall, the restoration of Memorial Hall 
Library and the careful work of its his- 
torical society, Andover will surely lose 
its face to the grinding jaws of time. 

Time specializes in large-scale make- 
over jobs. Time, the Grand Cosmetolog- 
ist, creates a new downtown at least 
every other generation as businesses 
expire and are replaced with the next 
breath. Ugly blemishes like the old tex- 
tile mills disappear and become excit- 
ing new opportunities to own a 
townhouse or turn into corporate head- 
quarters for 800. 

This is called progress or devel- 
opment and it is (n)either good or bad. 
That decision belongs to the next gener- 
ation, which then makes its own 
changes as time moseys on. 

The important thing to realize is that 
buildings don’t have the staying power 
of people and their words and deeds. 

This is why people like William J. 
Dalton will maintain a presence in And- 
over long after their mortal form 
passes away. 

One of the best athletes in the history 
of Greater Lawrence, Bill Dalton was a 
special part of an era. How special? 
Try this contrast between modern-day 
sports and early 20th-century athletics. 

After a hugely successful career at 
Punchard High School, where he 
anchored second base and batted an in- 
credible .650, after graduating in 1920, 
Mr. Dalton had a chance to sign with 
the Red Sox. 

In 1989, this would be the key to the 
vault. He probably would’ve earned a 
six-figure signing bonus, a house in 
Andover and other untold riches. 

But in those days, in the public mind, 
a professional athletic career was 
about as savory as acting. Or journa- 
lism. His mom said no, and although he 
claimed not to regret it, Bill Dalton 
never got his shot. 

But Boston’s loss was the Merrimack 
Valley’s gain as Mr. Dalton went on to 
star for semi-pro teams in baseball, 
hockey and even wound up going a few 
rounds as an amateur boxer. 

This was long before slo-mo, instant 
replay and Monday Night Football. A 
local sports hero in those days didn’t 
compete for time on the 11 o’clock 
news. They were the news. And for two 
decades, Bill Dalton dominated sports 
in the Valley, winding up one of the first 
inductees in the Punchard/Andover 
High School Hall of Fame. 

Now he is gone, a vivid memory in 
the minds of those who lived in the era, 
a name that takes its place in the pre- 
cious living history of Andover.

- Top-Rated Chelmsford Defeats 


Warriors On Opening Night

For three and a half quarters the 
Andover High School football team 
stayed within one break of an upset 
victory over Chelmsford, the top- 
rated team in Eastern Mass. Divi- 
sion 2 pre-season polls. 

But the Lions pulled a surprise re- 
verse that resulted in a 62-yard 
touchdown pass with less than five 
minutes to play, sealing an opening- 
night 19-6 victory over the Golden 
Warriors before approximately 1,000 
fans last Friday at Lovely Field. 

Although Chelmsford dominated 
the game statistically from start to 
finish, piling up 305 total yards to 
Andover’s 95, the Warriors gave the

aged by their overall performance. 

The victory was the 22nd in the 
last 23 league games for CHS, the 
EMass. Division 2 Super Bowl cham- 
pion in 1987 and just one loss (19-14 
to Dracut) from qualifying again 
last year. 

Highlights for Andover were a per- 
fectly executed 66-yard touchdown 
drive on its first possession of the 
season, a tough defensive effort that 
included hard-nosed efforts by Joe 
Marinaro, Joe Licata, Glen Driscoll, 
Dave Tucker, Dave Blank, Erik 
Greenstein, Pete Reming, Stefan Fo- 
dor and Ryan Beal. 

John Thompson contributed an ex- 
cellent all-around performance, 
picking up where he left off last fall 
with four pass receptions for 51 
yards and a pass interception at the 
goal line on the final play of the first 
half. 

Jeff Ring and Tucker ran hard, 
Ring gaining 30 yards and Tucker 
scoring the lone touchdown on a 
three-yard burst. 

Senior Pat Finn was the starting 
quarterback and completed 6-of-12 
for 68 yards. Matt Perry connected 
on an option pass, and Thompson 
also pitched a pair of option aerials 
(one 15-yard strike was nullified by 
a holding penalty). 

“Andover is a much-improved 
team over last year,’ offered 
Chelmsford head Coach Tom Caito. 
“Dick Collins always fields a tough, 
competitive group of kids, and 
they'll surprise some people before 
the season’s over.”’ 

“They’re 100 percent better de- 
fensively than last year,’ said Li- 
ons’ noseguard, Mike Lupoli, who 
produced a pair of key fourth-period 
quarterback sacks to blunt AHS 
drives. ‘‘It seems to me their will to 
win is a lot stronger.” 

‘‘We knew they’d be an excellent 
team,’’ added Tom Caito, Jr., the Li- 
ons’ quarterback-defensive — back, 
who is rated among the top 100 high 
school players in the country by sev- 


eral national publications. 

‘The first Veer we ran I knew they 
weren’t going to let us outside, so I 
went to Mercuri on the option and he 
came through.” 

Mike Mercuri, the Lions’ senior 
tailback, finished with 147 yards 
rushing and one touchdown in 21 car- 
ries. 

‘“We’re not a _ one-dimensional 
team this year,’”’ noted Caito. ‘“‘You 
can’t just shut Thomas (QB) down 
and beat us.”’ 

The younger Caito also had praise 
for Thompson. 

‘“‘He’s a tremendous athlete and a 
very tough receiver to cover. He has 
great hands and he can jump. He 
made two of the best catches I’ve 
ever seen in my life tonight.”’ 

Fast Start 
The game got off to a rapid start as 
impressive scoring drives were 
mounted on the first three series. 

Chelmsford marched 63 yards on 
11 plays after the opening kickoff. 

Mercuri carried the first six times 
for 30 yards, and Rob Bouley sli- 
thered 19 yards on a left-end sweep 
for a first down at the nine. 

The Warriors’ defense then stiff- 
ened, a key second-down stick by 
Joe Licata forcing the Lions into a 
fourth-and-goal situation at the five. 

But QB Caito responded with a 
dancing jitterbug run around left 
end for the touchdown. 

Mark Abbott toed the conversion, 
and the visitors led 7-0 at 4:59 of the 
quarter. 

Andover followed with its only sus- 
tained drive of the evening, moving 
66 yards in 11 plays after Jeff Ring’s 
20-yard kickoff return. 

Finn launched a 27-yard missile to 
Thompson on the very first play of 
the season, and three formations lat- 
er hit Ring with a 13-yard toss to the 
Lions’ 28, 

Ring clicked off six yards, Dave 
Tucker hit the middle of the line 
twice for nine yards to the 13, and 
another four-yard burst by Tucker 
advanced the ball to the nine. 

Finn kept the drive alive with a 
clutch fourth-down push pass to 
Thompson at the three, and Tucker 
then slammed across for the TD. 

Albie Minichiello’s attempted PAT 
was blocked as Chelmsford retained 
a slim 7-6 advantage. 

Ball Control 
The Lions delivered again on their 
second possession, marching 82 
yards in nine plays following 
Thompson’s kickoff. 

Mercuri, who had 103 of his yards 
in the opening half, ripped off 48 
yards in six carries during this 
drive.

added a 17-yard sprint, Caito hit 
tight end Chris Childs with a 14-yard 
pass, and Mercuri eventually skirted 
the right side and sped nine yards 
for the touchdown. 

The conversion failed, but the Li- 
ons had opened a 13-6 lead. 

Chelmsford played ball control the 
rest of the half, limiting Andover to 
eight plays (six runs, two punts) 
over the final eight minutes of the 
second period. 

The Lions short-circuited them- 
selves on two additional scoring 
chances in the half, the first stalled 
by a clipping penalty at the Andover 
27 and the second halted by John 
Thompson’s goal-line interception 
on the last play. 

Andover’s only two first downs of 
the second half came on its initial 
drive, Matt Perry hitting Brian Don- 
nellan with an eight-yard pass and 
Finn finding Thompson with a nine- 
yard flip. 

But the march bogged down at the 
Lions’ 44 after three passes (one 
block, one incomplete) gained just 
four yards. 

Finn, who averaged 33 yards for 
four punts, boomed a 44-yarder into 
the end zone on this occasion. 

Neither team threatened the rest 
of the third quarter, Finn and 
Chelmsford punter Mike Mercuri 
trading spiralling 52- and 46-yard 
kicks. 

Touchdown Bomb 
The first of Mike Lupoli’s two sacks 
stopped Andover’s initial drive of 
the fourth period. 

“We made a couple small de- 
fensive changes in the middle at 
halftime,’’ explained Lupoli. ‘‘We 
knew they had to pass because they 
were behind. He (Finn) is a rollout 
rather than a dropback passer, so 
the coaches told me to rush from the 
outside to put on some pressure. 


“T was lucky enough to get to the 
quarterback a couple times, but our 
defensive backs helped a lot with 
their tight coverage,’’ added Lupoli. 

The back-breaking reverse came 
with 4:44 to play,-several minutes 
after Thompson almost picked off 
another Caito pass at the Chelms- 
ford 25 yard line. 

Wide receiver and backup QB 
Dave Saviano launched the ball to 
Chris Childs, who was open by 10 
yards at the AHS 30. He made the 
grab and slipped one tackle at the 15 
before collapsing in the end zone. 

“It was just a simple reverse,” 
said coach Caito. ‘““But Saviano is a 
tremendous athlete. He was our 
starting quarterback a couple years 
ago until we switched to the option 
which is better suited to Thomas’ 
skills.”’ 

“Dave (Saviano) can throw the 
ball 70 yards on the fly,’’ added 
quarterback Caito. ‘Hey, I don’t 
care if I end up with minus 20 yards. 
The ‘W’ is what matters most.” 

One again the conversion came up 
short, keeping the score at 19-6. 

The Warriors’ final possession 
ended with 2:14 to play after a hold- 
ing penalty nullified a 15-yard 
Thompson-to-Brett Hammond pass 
completion, Lupoli sacked Finn for 
an 11-yard loss, Jeff Ring gained 11 
yards on a draw, a pass fell incom- 
plete and a fourth-down toss to 
Thompson covered just nine yards. 

Chelmsford took over at the And- 
over 30 and, sparked by Mercuri’s

25 Years Ago — September 1964 

Only a resident octogenerian can have shared all the Andover 
known to Bessie P. Goldsmith; few could recall such a wealth of 
time with her clarity, her ‘‘flair for the unusual and half-forgot- 
ten’”’ detail. 

Short of knowing this remarkable woman, who in one lifetime 
has been a teacher, a newspaper woman, a police matron and a 
woodsman, the best way to get a historic view of her Andover (as 
well as much that came before her time) is through a collection 
of sketches just published by the Andover Historical Society. 

$1 bargins are almost as rare as wooden nickels, but this pa- 
perback volume is one—a genuine penny pincher’s delight. It 
traces the history of landmarks, traditions and institutions in a 
fact-crammed, informal way, laced with sufficient subtle humor 
to make it suitable light reading or a reference book, depending 
upon the intent of the reader. 

Tucked away in this collection of Miss Goldsmith’s lectures 
and articles are such oddments as these: 

eAll the real estate in Andover, North and South parishes, was 
worth just six English pounds and a coat to the Indians. 

eTwenty-two Acadians, innocent victims of the French and 
English struggle for colonial supremacy, came to Andover in 
1756 from Nova Scotia. 

Volunteers are being sought for the permanent building com- 
mittee, now authorized by the Board of Selectmen.

There 
is no operational relationship between the two companies. 

The company has manufacturing facilities in San Mateo, Cal- 
if., and until this move has had executive offices in Waltham.

The 
proposed tap continues for approximately one-half mile 
along the existing West Andover tap facilities’ right-of-way 
in a northerly direction, to its terminus, where it connects 
with NEPCo's existing West Andover substation off Webster 
Street in Andover. 

ALTERNATE ROUTE 

The 5.5 mile alternate route would begin at a connection 
with NEPCo’s existing 115 kilovolt transmission line tap at 
Methuen Junction, near the US 93/State Route 213 inter- 
change in the Town of Methuen. The proposed alternate 
route continues in a southeasterly direction across the Ne- 
vins Wildlife Area to the Boston and Maine railroad. The 
proposed alternate route continues in a southerly direction 
parallel to the Boston and Maine Railroad right-of-way into 
the City of Lawrence to NEPCo’s South Broadway substa- 
tion. From this point, the proposed alternate route runs in a 
westerly direction to parallel NEPCo’s existing Tewksbury- 
Lawrence transmission line. The proposed alternate route 
continues into the Town of Andover to the existing connec- 
tion between the Tewksbruy-Lawrence transmission line 
and the West Andover tap facilities. The proposed 0.5 mile 
tap route begins at this connection and continues in a north- 
erly direction parallel to NEPCo's existing West Andover 
tap facilities to its terminus at NEPCo’s West Andover sub- 
station. 

Approximately 3.3 miles of this route in Methuen and 
Lawrence would be unique to the alternate route and ap- 
proximately 2.2 miles in Lawrence and Andover would be 
common to both the preferred and alternate routes. The 0.5 
mile 115 kilovolt tap will be the same on either route. 

NOTICE OF HEARING 

The DPU will review the proposed facilities on the prima- 
ry route to determine: (1) whether these facilities are nec- 
essary and will serve the public convenience and be 
consistent with the public interest (General Laws, Chapter 
164, Section 72), and (2) that the present or proposed use of 
the land or structure is reasonably necessary for the conve- 
nience or welfare of the public (General Laws, Chapter 40A, 
Section 3). 

The EFSC will review the filing of NEPCo to determine 
whether the proposed electric transmission line and tap are 
necessary to provide electric transmission service with a 
minimum impact on the environment at the lowest possible 
cost. The Siting Council has the authority to render a deci- 
sion approving the primary route or the alternate route, or 
approving one of these routes subject to conditions, or ap- 
proving portions of these routes in part, or rejecting the 
primary route and alternate route. 

Copies of the NEPCo petitions are available for public 
inspection at the EFSC’s offices, at the DPU’s offices, at the 
Andover, Methuen, and Tewksbury Town Halls, the Law- 
rence City Hall, the Andover Public Library, the Methuen 
Public Library, the Tewksbury Public Library, and the 
Lawrence Public Library. Any person interested in inter- 
vening as a party or participating as an interested person in 
this proceeding before the EFSC must file a written petition 
with the EF'SC’s Hearing Officer on or before October 20, 
1989. Pursuant to Title 220, Section 1.03 and 1.05 of the Code 
of Massachusetts Regulations, any person interested in in- 
tervening as a party in this proceeding before the DPU 
must file a written petition for leave to intervene in accord- 
ance with the Code of Massachusetts Regulations. Petitions 
for leave to intervene must be filed at least seven days 
before the public hearing. 

The DPU and the EFSC will conduct a joint public hear- 
ing on the above mentioned proposal on Tuesday, October 
10, 1989 at 7:00 p.m, at the Irving Sargent Auditiorium, Law- 
rence Public Library, 51 Lawrence Street, Lawrence Mas- 
sachusetts. The two agencies will subsequently conduct 
Separate reviews of the proposal.

heavily into his mid- and late-20s. 
About this time he met and became 
involved with a woman almost 10 
years his senior. Mrs. Johnson says 
she has only recently found out that 
the woman was a drug addict who 
relied on cocaine and heroin. 

When David and his girlfriend re- 
turned to Massachusetts after being 
on the run in the South for two years 
they moved in with his mother. Dur- 
ing the year he was back at home 
and waiting for his sentencing, Mrs. 
Johnson said she began to notice 
dramatic changes in her son’s be- 
havior. 

David was working on and off, but 
his lifestyle kept him from holding 
down a job for any length of time, 
she said. He’d come home from 
work, and his girlfriend would want 
to get out of the house and go out for 
a drink. They’d stay out until all 
hours of the night and morning and 
come home intoxicated, Mrs. John- 
son said. 

There were many times the police 
were called to the house to respond 
to the yelling and fighting. Sober, 
David was an extemely gentle man 
despite his 6-foot-4-inch stature. 

“Drunk, he was the world’s

worst,’ his mother said. ‘‘He had a 
fast fist and thought nothing of beat- 
ing, hitting or kicking someone.” 

During the fights he would punch 
holes through walls and beat his 
girlfriend. David never actually hit 
his mother, but he would go on wild 
rampages and use verbal abuse and 
threats of physical violence, she 
said. 

‘“‘This wasn’t my son. He was a to- 
tal animal,” said Mrs. Johnson. “‘T 
can’t forget this part of him. I wish I 
could.”’ 

During the weeks David was in 
jail, his girlfriend was working and 
saving her money and the remain- 
der of his back pay. They were plan- 
ning on moving out and putting a 
down payment on an apartment with 
the savings, said Mrs. Johnson. 

“T was going to try and help them 
as much as I could,”’she said. 

When he was released, though, the 
couple’s lifestyle didn’t change. It 
got worse, she said. 

One day, shortly after he was re- 
leased, David approached his moth- 
er to talk about his life. He knew his 
mother was deeply disappointed in 
him, but, said Mrs. Johnosn, he 
couldn’t seem to do anything about
